Friday morning. Mennerich suspected 
that it was nil infernal machine. 
In 
tip* yard outside the house was fonnd 
yesterday morning a letter addressed 
to his wile, Dona, of Springfield, in 
which Mennerich described the pack­ 
age he had received 
and 
declared 
that 
he 
thought he could open it 
without exploding the contents* be­ 
cause of his ability as a mechanic. 
The letter to his wife, from whom 
he 
had 
been 
separated 
several 
months, 
found 
unsealed, 
led 
the 
sheriff to believe that possibly Men- 
nerich had made the machine him­ 
self to cover up suicide. 
The theory 
was soon rejected. 
•Mennerich at first refused to re­ 
ceive the "package, which measured 
nine inches square by twelve inches 
long.
